City in jeopardy of Losing Funding 
Due to Lack of Services to Chinese 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The U.S. 
Department of Justice's Law En- 
forcement Assistance Administra- 
tion (EAA) has notified the San 
Francisco Police Department 
(SFPD) that it is not providing 
“adequate services and protection 
to the Chinese American com- 
munity.” 

In a complaint filed with LEAA 
in February，1977，Chinese for 
Affirmative Action，a member- 
ship-supported civil rights group， 
alleged that the SFPD discrim- 
inates against Chinese Americans 
by not providing adequate bi- 
lingual police services and pro- 
tection， and as a result， a 
/Substantial number of crimes go 
unreported and there is a virtual 
breakdown of respect for the 
police department in the Chinese 
American community. 

FINDINGS 

On September 12-14，LEAA 
conducted an on-site investigation 
of the SFPD， LEAA discovered 
that: 

1. Of the thirteen Chinese 
American police officers employed 
in SFPD, only four police officers 
can speak Chinese. None can read 
or write Chinese proficiently. 

2. SFPD did not employ a 
bilingual communications oper- 


ator in its main communication 


center at the Hall of Justice until 
asTecently as 1974.

If not, LEAA has the authority 
to_ issue a final determination of 
racial discriminatiomrbythe SFPD 
and then initiate proceedings to 
withdraw over $1 million in 
federal crime assistance Program 
funds，Ppresently awarded to the 
city and county of San -Francisco. 

Further， 计 these findings of 
racial discrimination are _not 
resolved, the evidence gathered by 
LEAA against the SFPD will be 
introduced in the Federal Court 
Police Lawsuit (Officers for Justice 
eta al vsS. S.E. Civil Service Com- 
mission et al) where the city faces 
the _ potential of losing over $80 


million in fedqeral revenue 
sharing funds. 
“These findings of LEAA 


against the city for discrimina- 
tion practices should be a clear 
signal to the SFPD，S.F，Civil 
Service Commission，and the S.F.

Scalapino of the University of 
California at Berkeley says that an 
American tilt toward China to 
counteract the Soviet Union is not 
in the interest of the United States， 

“Such a policy shows a limited 
grasp of reajlities,”the Asia expert 
points out in an article in the 
cuUrIrTent issue of Freedo7zn At TSste， 

Prof. Scalapino says that a tilt 
toward China or an alliance with 
it would threaten the real 
advantages which the United 
States has gained from its central 
Fosition ”between Russia and 
China， without compensating 
advantages， 

IMPACT 

All agreements with the Soviet 
Union ” would become ”more 
difficult， he reasons， and the 
impact upon Asia,，especially upon 
non-Communist Asia，would be 
eriormous and generally adverse to 
the interest of the United States. 

The American interest， he 
points out，lies in the stance of 
determining policies on an issue- 
by-issue basis，taking into consid- 
eration the impact of decisions 
upon U.S, allies and itself， 

“The decision， moreover， 
should be based on the principles 
of reciprocity,” he adds, “Rec- 
iprocity requires that there be an 
equity of concession and a balance 
of commitment, There must be no 
more unilateral concessions by the 
democracies.” 

In his view, the Peking-Moscow 
split is not necessarily a good thing 
for the democracies. “If com- 
munism in nationalist cloak 
advances without abandoning its 
fundamentally authoritarian 
character， has the 
world gainedP?” he asks.

The assay is also used to monitor 
the response of patients to surgery.

There's an incongruity in the 
new film,“Julia”and its that the 
movie is an old time movie with 
new time stars.

And when Fonda and 
Redgrave meet in a German 
Testaurant，we get acting at its 
best.
